He had been 
working for the Marys River Land 
1 and Cattle Company as a cowboy for 
several months, but a few weeks ago 
he became sick and spent all lus 
! money for medical treatment. He 
regained his health once more, but 
was unable to obtain employment, 
and while suffering from a lit of de¬ 
spondency caused by bis misfortune 
shot himself. 

At San Diego, a tourist named 
Thomas was knocked into tbe water 
by the boom of a boat, in which he 
Dad been sailing alone late at night. 

When he was almost exhausted 
Charles W. Hunter Jr., a boy of 17, 
went to his rescue iu a skiff, which 
was leaking badly. Young Hunter 
jumped into the water and pushed the 
skiff up to Thomas, who got aboard. 

The boat would have gone down had 
Hunter also got aboard, so lie remain¬ 
ed in the water and by hard work 
managed to push the skiff ashore.

Alaika Bill Signed. 

Washington. — President Roosevelt 
has signed the most important meas¬ 
ure affecting Alaska that has been en¬ 
acted by Congress for several years. 
It provides tor the construction and 
maintenance of roads and schools and 
the care of insane persons in Alaska. 
The bill passed the Senate at the last 
session, but was passed by the House 
only a little more than a week ago.

Bureau of Statistics just published. 
For the twelve months ending Decem¬ 
ber 31st imports into San Francisco 
were 8155,409,980 and exports 839,022,- 
220. For tho preceding twelve mouths 
imports were 830,552,187 and exports | 
832,711,195. This is an increase both 
iu imports and exports of nearly 20 
per cent. 

Total imports of all Puget sound 
ports for tlie past twelve months 
amounted to 88,007,158 and total ex¬ 
ports 820,898,423. For tho preceding 
twelve months the imports were 812,- 
133,231) and exports $27,450,507. This 
is a falling olf of about 25 per cent in 
imports and a slight reduction in ex¬ 
ports. 

San Francisco, according to these 
latest figures, continues to do more 
than two-thirds of tho entire import¬ 
ing trade of tho Pacific Coast and 
more than one-half of its exporting 
trade. 

Representative Mondell, chairman 
ot the irrigation Committee, put a 
joker in the proposed Klamath lakes 
bill iu the nature of a substitute 
which does not at all suit tho Califor¬ 
nia members. Hell at first agreed to 
kiondell’s substitute, but Kepreseuta- 
;ive Gillett pointed out certain objec¬ 
tions, which were remedied by 
amendments, accepted by Bell, but 
not yet by Moudeli. Moudell is op¬ 
posed to tho bill, which lie declares 
to bo special legislation, and tie pro¬ 
posed a substitute which, he said, 
would be general in terms. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, his substitute did not au¬ 
thorize tlie Secretary of the Interior 
to use the lands acquired from Cali¬ 
fornia and Oregon, nor to divert tho 
waters of the lakes in question. Tho 
bill as perfected is now in Mondell’s 
hands, and he says lie will look into 
’ it. 

Senator Bard called up iiis bill au¬ 
thorizing the Secretary of the lnteiior 
to dispose ot the lands acquired for 
reclamation purposes. This is part of 
the Klamath scheme of legislation. 
Teller objected to it on Hie ground 
that it would not accomplish the pur¬ 
pose sought, and it went- over. 

The House passed the bill making 
the appropriation of 853,000 for the 
improvement of tho lower Sacramento 
river available for the upper river, 
thus giving 875,000 for such improve¬ 
ment. There is still to tlie credit of : 
the lower Sacramento river 8190,000: 
iu authorized appropriations.

Blizzard Rages in (he Klondike. 

Vancouver, B. C.—Tho worst bliz¬ 
zard ever known in the Klondike re 
gion raged last Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday. Not only was the weather 
bitterly cold, but the snowfall is un¬ 
precedented. The gale swept the up¬ 
per Yukon as far down as Dawson, 
and alo took in tho Tatiana and Cop¬ 
per River valleys. All trails are im¬ 
passable, and tho snow is drifted in 
many places to a depth of twenty 
feet. Miners anil prospectors are said 
to be suffering untold hardships, and 
advices from the interior are to the 
effect that there is four that some men 
will die of cold and starvation. Ten 
days ago a party started from Fair¬ 
banks to Valdez and another from 
Fairbanks to Dawson. It is feared 
that both of these have been lost.

RULE FOR PAYMENT OF WATER RATES. 

It Will Be Unforced. 


Sacramento. — The report of the 
State Board of Health for the month 
of December, issued Saturday, among 
other things, says: 

“The general health conditions of 
the State are not all that could be 
wished, nor what, they might easily be 
mqde. Epidemics ana infectious dis¬ 
eases have boon quite prevalent and 
have taken many lives that could have 
; been saved hud the people understood 
the danger and tho authorities been 
equal to the occasion. 

“Diphtheria, for example, is given 
! credit for killing six. As a matter of 
tact, many more have died in the out¬ 
lying districts which never report, 
and where, owing to poorly organized 
or no health department, the disease 
j is not properly quarantined. 

“Typhoid fever has decreased mate¬ 
rially since last month, but pnoumo- 
1 uia has increased about 100 per cent. 

1 Although the death rate from tnis 
disease is no more than in other De¬ 
cembers, its large increase in certain 
localities shows the contagiousness of 
j the disease and the necessity ot' re- 
( porting all cases and their isolation 
i being insisted upon. 

“Of the 1301 deaths teported in 
December, one fourth were victims to 
want of proper information among the 
j people and proper sanitary laws and 
1 organization. ”

T he next great railway development following that 
of the railway development of Mexico and the con¬ 
current development of the railway systems of (’Ho¬ 
nda, will be the development of a railway system in 
South America. A number of influences are now at w.v ; 
pointing to this result. Among them are tiie opening ;>f 
the Panama Canal, the necessity for an additional or.:! -t 
for the peasantry of Europe, and the needs of Europe for 
the products of South American countries, to say nothing 
of ihe gradual expansion of population and the trend of the 
world’s progress. South America has been a neglected re¬ 
gion and yet it possesses numerous elements of doveltn- 
inent which railway construction can bring about. That 
country is far removed from lines of ordinary travel. The 
dominant civilization is Latin as against Saxon In North 
America. No broad policies are pursued though they »re 
conceived of, and feeble efforts are occasionally made to 
launch out and realize the ambitions of some of the leading 
men. 

South America possesses mineral wealth in abundance. 
It is a matter of common knowledge that there are many 
great rivers in South America, but it is not so well under¬ 
stood that there are hundreds, perhaps even thousands of 
other streams not marked on the maps and not now used 
for purposes of navigating by canoes, that arp larger and 
longer than many navigated North American rivers. These 
rivers of the South pour out of mountains and drain large 
districts of uninhabited, almost unexplored country, stilt 
other rivers flow from more populated regions, but are as 
yet little known, the more interior courses as they are 
reached, becoming swift and winding, and flowing In nu¬ 
merous channels over many cataracts and rapids.—Inter¬ 
national Railway Journal.

To secure this conclusion, the statis 
Ceian examined the records of the dis- 
asters to British vessels from 1895 to 
the present day. He found that 24 per 
cent happened on Thursday. 16 per 
cent on Saturday and Sunday, 14 per 
cent on Monday and Wednesday, 12 
per cent on Tuesday, and only 4 per 
cent on F’rlday. 

Ry examining the record of railroad 
disasters from 1893 up to date it was 
discovered that the nervous person 
who fears to begin a journey on I-’ri- 
day can point to some substantiation 
for the fears. It was in this Item 
alone that the day kept lip its repu¬ 
tation.—Chicago Tribune.
